the SOVEREIGN STATE of AFFAIRS

Some months ago, while doing re- 
search on the general subject of pollu- 
tion, I learned how dumb I had been all. 
my life about something as common and 
familiar — and essential. — as air. 

In my ignorance 1 had always thought 
that "fresh air" was infinitely available to 
us. I had imagined that the dirty air 
around us somehow escaped into the 
stratosphere, and that new air kept com- 
ing in — much as it does when we open a 
window after a party. 

This, of course, is not true, and you 
would imagine chat a grown man with a 
decent education would know this as a 
matter of course. What is true is that we 
live in a kind of spaceship called the 
earth, and only a limited amount of air is 
forever available to lis. 

The "walls", of our spaceship are called 
the troposphere, which extends about 
seven miles lip. This is all the air that is 
available to us. We must use it over and 



over again for infinity, just as if we were 
in a sealed room for the lifetime of the 
earth. . 

No "fresh air comes in, and no pol- 
luted air escapes. Moreover, no dirts or 
poisons are ever destroyed; they remain 
in the air, in different forms, or settle on 
the earth as particulates. And the more 
we burn, the more we replace good air 
with bad. 

Once contaminated, this thin layer of 
air surrounding earth cannot be cleansed 
again.- We can clean materials, we can 
even dean water, but we cannot clean the 
air. There is nowhere else for the dirt and 
^ppjsoiw t|0_gp_— - we cannot open a win- 
dow in the troposphere and clear out the 
stale and noxious atmosphere we are 
creating. /•!. ■ ,. _.•; 

, Perhaps every child in sixth grade and 

above knows this; but I doubt that one 

: adult in a hundred is aware of this basic 

physical fact. Most of us imagine, as I did, 

that winds sweep away the gases and de- 



bris in the air, taking them far out into the 
solar system and replacing them with 
new air. 

The United States alone is discharging 
some 130,000,000 tons of pollutants a 
year into the atmosphere, from factories, 
heating systems, incinerators, au- 
tomobiles and airplanes, power plants 
and public buildings. What is frightening 
- is not so much the death and illness, cor- 
rosion and decay, they are responsible 
for — as the fact that this is an irreversi- 
ble process. The air will never be cleaner 
than it is now. 

And this is why,prevention — im- % 
mediate drastic and far-reaching — is our 
-only-hopeTfor-'the-future.-We-cannot 
undo what we have done. We cannot re- 
■ store the atmosphere to the purity it had 
before the I ndustrial Revolution. But we. 
can, andmust, halt the contamination be- 
fore our spaceship suffocates from its 
own foul discharges

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The Postal Service has advanced its suggested 
Christmas mailing deadlines for domestic parcels 
and letter mail to Dec. 3 and 10, respectively, in 
anticipation of an exceptionally high mail volume. 

Citing - the impact of greatly increased mail 
volumes generated by the 15-state United Parcel 
Service strike in the East and South, and its effect 
on other parts of the country, the Postal Service 
said it is compelled to ask the public to mail even 
earlier than normal. . 

Antioeh's postmaster, Qerald Ehrhart, said: 
""Because of the dedication of its employees, 
many of whom have been working long hours, the 
. Postal Service has had little trouble handling the 
increased mail volume since the parcel strike 
began in mid-September. We are confident we will 
continue to be able to cope with the increase, with 
the cooperation of the public and major mailers." 

"As Christmas nears, more and more of the 



mail will be from the general public, deposited at 
neighborhood post offices, branches and stations, 7 
on top of the already unprecedented business mail: 
volume," Ehrhart, said. ,_ ; • 

Asa result, he said, while priority will be given 
to letter mail, many postal facilities normally 
dedicated to letter mail may have to be used to 
prevent an unmanageable backlog of parcels. '" 
; Therefore, Ehrhart said, "We strongly urge the 
public to deposit their parcels by Dec. 3 and their 
letters and greeting cards by Dec. 10 to assure 
delivery by Christmas. 

^The previous suggested mailing dates had been 
Dec. 10 for domestic' parcels and Dec. 17 for letter 
mail.. ; "-'' 

'■■' "Customers are strongly urged to deposit 
.overseas packages and greetings immediately, 
and to send them by airmail if they want to assure 
delivery by Christmas," the. postmaster said.

throughout the state issue 'daily fire danger - 
ratings as precautionary measures. Following a . 
brief summary of the system used: 

The fire^ rating vtoraiiy given day will fall into 
one of five categories; low, moderate, high, very ' \ 
high or extreme. Ratings are computed using the- , 
National: Fire banger Rating System) using : rate 
of fire spread in a Umber, rate of fire spread in 
fields, relative humidity, moisture content of fuels 
and wind speed. 

Once the rating factors have been established a % 
fire build-up index is computed, and the number 
rating translated into fire classifications which 
are then reported to the public. Index numbers, 
ratings and definitions are: 



0-9- Low - Fires, will start from a lighted match, 
but tend to go out. The fire: will; not generally 
spread. 1 % ■'■;■ : 

10-19 - Moderate - Fires start readiiy from a 
match, burn briskly and tend to spread rapidly aa. 
they increase in size. > * ' 

20-29 : High -fires start readily from a match or 
glowing cinder, spread rapidly and tend to crown 
(burn to the tqp) of young conifers: 

30-39 .V Very High - Fires will start form glowing 
cigarette buts or sparks; tend to spread rapidly 
and will crown in most trees. Spot, fires are 
common (carried by wind ahead of main fire). 

40-above - Extreme - Fires are in explosive
